WasuineTon, Feb. 9.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| Senate.—On motion of 
Mr. Morgan the Senate went into exe- 
cutive session, after which the car 
coupler bill was considered. 

Mr. Frye, in reporting back adversely 
certain amendments, referred to the 
Committee on Commerce (proposing 
river and harbor appropriations,) said 
the Sundry Civil Appropriation Bill al- 
ready contained river and harbor ap- 
propriations to the amount of about 
$16,000,000 (under the continuing 
contract clause,) and that the Commit. 
tee on Commerce would not recommend 
any further river and harbor appropria- 
tions. At noon the Senate went into 
executive session. When the. doors 
were reopened and the unfinished busi- 
ness of the Automatic Car Coupler Bill 
was taken up, the question being on an 


‘amendment offered by Mr. Dolph to that | 


offered by Mr. Morgan. Mr. Morgan’s 
amendment requires the Attorney Gen- 
eral to bring suit for the condemnation 
of any coupling patent that may be 


| selected, and Mr. Dolph’s is that no 


railway company shall be required to 
use such patent until such condemna- 
tion has taken place. The amendments 
of the bill were debated at much 
length, and finally Mr. Cullom moved to 
lay the Morgan and Dolph amendments 
on a table. Carried. Yeas, 36; 
nays, 9. 

Mr. Brice offered an dmendment but 
withdrew in favor of the one suggested 
by Mr. Palmer to strike out all of sec- 
tion 2 except the first sentence, which 
isto the effect that railways must not. 
use cars not equipped with uniform 
couplers, coupling automatically by 
compact. Mr. Palmer’s amendment 
was agreed to. 

Mr. Butler offered two amendments, 
which were agreed to, changing the 
date in the first section (when power 
driving-wheel brakes must be used) 
from January 1, 1895, to January 1, 
1898, and the date in the fourth sec- 
tion (grab-irons or handholds in ends 
and sides of cars must be provided) 
from July 1, 1898, to July 1, 1895. 
Without concluding; the consideration 
of the bill the Senate adjourned. 

The credentials of Stephen M. White, 
Sénator-elect from California, were 
presented to that body today. 

House.—Immediately after the read- 
ing of the journalin the House today 
Mr. Catchings (Dem.) of Mississippi 
called up the resolution of the Commit- 
tee on Rules setting apart this legisla- 
tive day and (if necessary) next legisla- 
tive day for the consideration of the 
bill repealing the Sherman Silver Act. 

Mr. Bacon (Dem.) of New York of- 
fered an amendment fora vote on the 
bill and all pending amendments at 2 
p-m. tomorrow, after which no dilatory 
motion shall be entertained until the 
bill is finally disposed of. In a. brief 
speech he said the silver question should 
be disposed of here and now. The 
amendment in form was exactly like 
that proposed by Bland last simmer, 
and was in substance the same as the 
rules reported by such staunch Demo- 
crats as Randall and Mills and by Re- 
publicans such as Reed. He would, ac- 
cordingly, move to vote down the pre- 
vious question in ordex that a vote 
might be obtained. The gentlemen 
should understand that a vote against 
his motion was a vote against the bill, 
and they must take the responsibility. 

Mr. Bland (Dem.) of Missouri then 
took the floor for the other side. The 
gentlemen who were here now defena- 
ing the cloture were all opposed to con- 
sidering it last summer. Now they 
wanted cloture.in order to demonetize 
silver at the dictation of Wall street. 
The bill proposed fo be brought up was 
a monstrosity. Leave Silver alone until 
the tariff is revised andthe alien laws 
reformed, on which they were all 
agreed. Mr. Bland’s words were loudly 
applauded. Mr. Bartine (Rep.) of 
Nevada, a free silvér Republican, fol- 
lowed in a speech against the amend- 
ment of Mr. Bacon andthe repeal of the 
Sherman law. He gave warning that 
the Audrew Cate bill would never be 
brought to a vote if he could prevent it, 
for gentlemen from the other side and 
his associates had filibustered the free 
silver bill to death. 

Mr. Watson (Rep.) of Georgia pro- 
nounced the Andrew Cate bill as a dona- 
tion to the national banks. 

Mr. Beyan (Dem.) of Nebraska op- 
posed the amendment to the rule be- 
cause he opposed the bill, The Sher- 


‘man bill was a hostage given to the free 


coinage men by the gold bugs, and they 
would hold the child, ugly and deformed 
as it was, until they were given ‘free 
coinage. 

Mr. ‘Walker (Rep.) of Massachusetts 
pleaded with every Republican to vote 
against the previous question. 

Mr. Taylor (Rep,) of Illinois opposed 
Mr. Bacon’s amendmeat. The bill, he 
said, was brought in at the dictation of 
the gentleman we declared elected 
President yesterday. He was surprised 
that a Democtatic President had any 
influence on the Republican side. The 
Sherman Act wasa Republican meas- 
ure, and Republicans should stand by it. 

Mr. Cox (Dem.) of Tennessee closed 
for the silver men in a speech denounc- 
ing the proposed measure as a contrac- 
tion of the currency. 

Mr. Springer (Dem.) Of Illinois closed” 
for the other side, declaring he was in 
favor of the amendment; cloture was 
There was great confu- 
sion, athid which Mr. Bland could be 
heard shouting ‘‘Where is the tariff?”’ 

Mr. Catchings (Dem.) of Mississippi, 
on behalf of the Rules Committee, 
yielded to Mr. Reed of Maine, who said

Paris, Feb. 9.—|By Cable and Asso- 
ciated Press.| The expectation that 
the sentences on the prisoners in the 
Panama trial would be delivered ‘this 
afternoon brought an eager crowd to 
the Court of Appeals building, and five 


minutes after the doors were thrown: 


open the room was packed to suffoca- 
tion. 

Presiding Judge Perivier read the de- 
cision, after having dismissed the 
ptisoner’s plea, that they should bene- 
fit by the statute of limitations. The 
charge of fraudulent proceedings 
against Ferdinand de Lesseps, Charles 
de. Lesseps, Henry Cottu and Marius 
Fontane was held to be proved. On 
this point the judgment referred to the 
company’s methods in issuing loans, 
mendacious  ofticia! bulletins, and 
the persistent puffing done by the 
press at the instance of the directors. 
Ferdinand de Lesseps, aided and abetted 
by his son Charles, M. Cottu and M. 
Fontane, persistently concealed the 
operations of the cahal company in 
order that the quotation of shares might 
not be affected unfavorably. ‘The 
directors dealt with underwriting 
syndicates, which, as far as_ their 
utility was concerned, were fictitious 
and known to be itious. The.ex- 
penses necessarily attendant upon the 
issue of loans were grossly exaggerated 
by the directors, which also constituted 
a fraudulent act. The plea of defense 
that despite the fraudulent acts the 
directors were not amenable had not 
succeeded. The decision pronounced it 
worthless in view of the evidence. } 

Their fraudulent intent was the same 
whether or not the purpose was carried 
out. The intent, was pr@yed. by the 
fact that the sums paidjBagup yde Rein- 
ach, Hugo Oberndoerffe 
could not be regarded as’ aving been 
subscribed for the purposes to which 
they were put. In dealing with Gustave 
Hiffel’s breach of trust, the decision 
said Eiffel received f.120,000,000 for 
the construction of ten locks, and 
promised to complete them by 1890. 
The evidence had shown he had not 


even purchased the specified ma- 
terials necessary in the construc- 
tion of the locks. He had  pre- 


tended, 'furthermore, to fulfil the obliga- | 


tions he had undertaken, while in 


reality he was simply misappropriating 


the funds. In conclusion, Judge Peri- 
vier read these sentences: 

Ferdinand de Lesseps, five years’ im- 
prisonment and f.3000 fine; Charles 
de Lesseps, five years’ imprisonment 
and f.3000; M. Fontane, years’ 
imprisonment and f.8000 fine; Henry 
Cottu, two years’ imprisonment and 
f.3000 fine; Gustav Eiffel, three years’ 
imprisonment and f.20,000 fine. 

Immediately after the reading of the 
sentence, Eiffel left the courtroom with 
his counsel, whom he instructed to ap- 
peal to the High Court of Cassation. 
Charles de Lesseps and Marius Fontane 
remained under arrest. Both looked 
haggard and disheartened as they de- 
parted with Henry Cottu for the office 
of the Public Prosecutor. 


Caused Great Consternation. 
Panis, Feb. 9.—The sentencing of the 


prisoners has caused the utmost con- 


sternation. Charles de Lesseps was 
calm during the recital of the decision, 
but burst into tears when he heard the 
sentence passed on his father. M. Fon- 
tane was prostrated. Charles de Les- 
seps telegraphed informing Mme. de 
Lesseps of the result of the trial. The 
general belief is that the sentence will 
never be executed against Count de 
Lesseps. The fines imposed were the 
utmost legal penalty, but they will not 
prevent an action at law to recover the 
money squandered. 

The only possible appeal from the de- 
cision given today is one of the Court 
of Cessation for a revision of the sen- 
tence. The excitement caused by the 
announcement of the sentences in the 
pacliamentary lobbies, on the streets 
and in the cafés surpassed anything of 
the kind since the opening of the 
Panama investigation. The worst fea- 
ture of the situation is that the sen- 
tences failed to dispel the suspicions 
and doubts of the people as to the hon- 


esty of the  government’s in- 
tentions. The _comtrast between 
the treatment accorded to Rouvier 


and that to which the directors are 
subjected is a subject of much bitter 
criticism. While the heavy sentences 
have vindicated the administration of 
justice, they haye failed to restore con- 
fidence in the political world.

- Secretary Foster says Stevens’s action 
was without instruction from the State 
Department; in fact, the movement for 
a change in the government was not ex- 
pected and ha& not been anticipated by 
instructions from Washington. Stevens 
therefore was compelled to act on his 
own judgment as emergencies have 
arisen. 

There was no conference today be- 
tween the Secretary and the Hawaiian 
commissioners, but it is understood they 
will see him tomorrow. This evening 
Commissioner Thurston, with the con- 
sent of his colleagues, made a state- 
mentin reply tothe letter from J, F. 
Colburn, ex-Minister of the Interior of 
Hawaii. Init he says that the charge 
that the whole movement was a precon- 
ceived conspiracy in favor of annexa- 
tion, has already been denied by the 
commissioners, but as Colburn reiter- 
ates it he thinks a more specific denial 
should be made. The uprising, he said, 
took place at the express request of the 
Cabinet, of which Colburn was a mem- 
ber, and was in response to a call from 
the Cabinet tothe citizens to support 
them with arms against the demands of 
the Queen, which demands she was pre- 
pared to enforce with the entire mili- 
tary and polica force of the Kingdom, 
and after she had threatened the lives 


| of members of the Cabinet themselves. 


If there was any conspiracy to precipi- 
tate matters inthe interest of annexa- 
tion, then the Queen and her Cabinet 
were the principal members of the con- 
spiracy, for the Queen is the one who 
initiated the action, and her Cabinet 
the ones who first requested the people 
to take up arms against the Queen. 
Thurston proceeds at length to give 
further facts to disprove the conspiracy 
theory and says there was no public 
acknowledgement of the _ provisional 
government by the American Minister 
until after the abdication of the Queen 
and surrender of the barracks and po- 
lice station, together with all the 
forces and munitions of war located 
therein, As to the further action 
of the provisional government re- 
questing a protectorate and the United 
States Minister, acting in compli- 
ance ‘therewith establishing 
such protectorate pending negotiations 
in Washington, I would say, having 
every confidence in the men composing 
the provisonal government, I do not be- 
lieve they would have taken this ac- 


tion unless they deemed it necessary 


for the preservation of life and prop- 
erty. The protectorate inno manner 
interferes with the regular progress of 
public busiress under the provisional 
government, nor with negotiations 
with the United States Government.”’ 


THE QUEEN’S COMMISSIONERS. 


The Real Purport of Their Visit to Wash- 
ington. 

San Francisco, Feb. 9.—|By the As- 
sociated Press.] A correspondent of 
the Call at Honolulu sends the following 
in regard to the visit to this country of 
Paul Neumann and Prince Kawauauaka 
commissioners of the ex-Queen Liliuo- 
kalani,, who arrived on the steamer 
Australia early this morning: : 

The facts relating to the object of 
the visit of the ex-Queen’s commission 
to Washington have been obtained from 
the very best authority, and are briefly 
as follows: A royal power of attorney, 
if it may be so called, or authority, has 
been prepared and signed in triplicate, 
in which her late majesty agrees 
to .relinquish and  quitclaim all 
of her right, title and_inter- 
est, together with claim 
She believes she still has in the 
abrogated monarchy of Hawaii, forever, 
provided her commission can prevail 
upon the United States Government to 
give her good and valuable considera- 
tion for such relinquishment. The doc- 
ument has been drawn by one of the 
best lawyers in Honolulu, whois at the 
Same time a staunch supporter of 
the provisional government. It is 
further understood that her late 
Majesty bolds one of these documents, 
her commissioners another and 
United States Minister a third. 

Mr. Neumann refuses. to be inter- 
viewed as to the facts of the case, but as 
the members of the present government 
are in the secret there is little or no 
doubt as tothe general provisions of 
the document. 


Subject of General Comment. 

WasHINGTON, Feb. 9.—News of the 
action of Minister Stevens hecame the 
subject of general comment in the 
House after the excitement over the 
silver bill had passed away. It 
met with the approval of the

The secretary received a communi. 
cation yesterday from the secretary of 
the Galveston (Tex.) Chathberof Com- 
merce in reply to one sent to hima few 


days ago asking that the Galveston 


Chamber pass resolutions indorsing the 
San Pedro Harbor. The letter stated 
that the Chamber would act at once on 
this proposition. Inasmuch as Califor-—— 
nia did a like favor forher Texas neigh- 
bor when she was struggling for her 
$8,000,000 harbor at Galveston, this 
is a case of simply returning the com- 


pliment, and a deep-sea harbor at this 


point can not help but be of vast ad- 
yantage to Galveston. 

Charles Forman writes from Wash-.

Committee of Commerce, and feels 
quite hopeful that the harbor matter 
will receive a favorable. report, and he 
says further, that too much credit can- 
not be given to Senator Felton for the 
good work he has done in behalf of thia 
bill. In regardto the Irrigation Con- 
gress, Mr. Forman stated that he would 
endeavor to see Senator Walton at 
once.

The Bar Object to Any Reduction in the 
Number. 

Messrs4J. S. Chapman, J, D. Bicknell, 
T. K. Wilson and HK. H. F. Variel, the 
committee appointed at the recent bar 
meeting to present to the Legislature 
the objections of the bar of Los Angeles 
county against the passage of the pro- 
posed law, whereby it is contemplated 
that the number of Superior Judges of 
the county shall be reduced from six to 
four, have completed their labors, and 
their report has been transmitted to 
Sacramento... 

It is am exhaustive document, and the 
arguments advanced in support of the 
bill are refuted in detail, figures being 
given to show that, even since the or- 
ganization of Orange county, there has 
been a heavy increase in the fiumber of 
cases filed, the number being 2640. It 
is further set forth that the population 
and business of the county is rapidly in- 
creasing, and that while, for the first 
time in many years, it is possible to get 
a case up fortrial within a reasonable 
time, this state of affairs will not con- 
tinue ifthe number of judges is re- 
Guced. The calendars of the several 
departments, it is stated, are unduly 
crowded at the present time, and that 
the claim that there are more judges 
than there is business for’them is based 


upon a manifest misconception of the

‘hard punching’’ than any other hu- 

* man brute alive, perhaps, and taken as 
much of the beanbag and raw-beef 
training as any one, dying at 30 from 
-erysipelas caused by a pin scratch upon 
his left arm. It proves that his blood 
Was impure and inflammable, and that 
he had anvthing but a strong consti- 
tution. A tape-measurer in a dry goods 
shop would in most cases have fought 
successfully the illness that killed Jack 
Ashton. 


A BILL passed by the State Senate 


Wednesday last makes itamisdemeanor 


for any employerto exact conditions 
from an employé or person seeking em- 
ployment that he shail not belong toa 
labor organization. That is all right as 
far as it goes, for we believe that every 
citizen should have the right to make 
such social and industrial alliances as 
he chooses, provided he does not thereby 
enter into conspiracies against the wel- 
fare of other people. But the measure 
goes only half far enough. It should 
provide also that no labor organization 
or laborer shall compel an employer to 
hire only men compected with a certain 
organization, or proscribe men not be- 
longing to such organization. This 
should be a misdemeanor as well as the 
other, The sauce which the Legisla- 
ture is attempting to dole out to the 
goose is suited just exactly as well to 
the gander. While we are attempting 
to prohibit bulldozing on one side of the 
industrial line, let us stop bulldozing on 
the other side also. 


Taere is no question that one of the 
biggest leaks in our county government 
and those of other counties in the State 
is in the fees paid to official shorthand 
reporters. We have been informed 
that it is nothing unusual for a reporter 
to make from $60 to $120 a day in re- 
porting a big case. The aggregate 
amount paid to official stenographers in 
this county exceeds the salaries paid to 
allofthe judges.

Six Judges, or Four 
The bar of Los Angeles, through a

They showsuch 
an astonishing rate of increase in litiga- 
tion, and consequently such pressing de- 
mands upon the sitting magistrates, 
that the only wonder is they do not de- 
mand an increase from six to eight or 
even ten. | 

There is no profession which sticks 
together and upholds everything which 
promotes their common advantage at 
the expense of all the rest of the world 
more ardently than the profession of 
the law. It is rarely that a lawyer can 
be induced to swear that a fee de- 
manded by another lawyer is exorbi- 
tani. It is rarely that a lawyer goes 
back on anything in the shape of a fee. 
The result is that the incomes of law- 
yers average probably twice those of 
any other profession or of all other pro- 
fessions. A ‘‘jack-leg’’ lawyer who has 
spent not half so many years in perfect- 
ing himself for his calling, will gather in 
more money year in and year out, than 
a prominent public official, than a phy- 
sician witha long-established practice, 
or an eminent professor in a university. 
He will make more in.a-day than a 
skilled architect can earnina week. 
The lawyers all stand together when it 
comes to fees—that is where they dem- 
‘onstrate their shrewdness. 
but natural that they should rally round 
all tribunals which preside over the 
dispensing of law. No system is too 
expensit? to suit them. 
twelve judges on the bench instead of 
six they would be just as forcible in 
their reasons why the number should 
not be reduced to ten. 

But the public, who have to pay for 
their law, and pay most handsomely, 
too, are disposed to look at the matter 
from another standpoint. At the same 
time that the bar has been exerting 
itself to maintain the six Superior 
Courts of Los Angeles, we have been 
told in strict confidence by members of 
the profession, that four judges, if they 
would only apply themselves as a hard- 
working lawyer does in his practice, 
might transact all the business. Of 
course they would not like thus to reflect 
on the honorable bench in public, be- 
cause, if they did so, their names would 
be mud. They would straightway be 
rated as traitors in camp. So they 
spoke only in strict confidence. , 
There is no doubt that for the few 


| years during and immediately succeed- 


ing the collapse of the boom the busi- 
ness of our courts was greatly aug- 
mented by foreclosures and the settle- 
ment of land disputes. This was the 
boom in legal practice, and the practi- 
tioners scooped in a considerable pro- 
portion of whatthe boomers had left.

They cannot them- 
selves (with very few exceptions) make 
money so easily. They demand that le- 
gal expenses be reduced from a boom 
basis to the»basis of tolerably close 
times. And their demand is entitled to 
‘recognition by the Legislature... - 


Cheap Eating-houses. 

Much interest has been elicited in a. 
philanthropic enterprise that has been 
started in San Francisco and promises 
excellent results for a moderate outlay. 
It isan eating-house for working girls 
that supplies them with a simple lunch 
at the price of l centadish. The regi- 
men includes tea, coffee and sandwiches 
every day and more substantial dishes, 
which are varied during the week, in- 
cluding corned beef, corned-beef hash, 
rice-tomato, maccaroni or beef soup, 
and pork and beans. The average at- 
tendance at lunch thus far has been 115 
aday. The establishment is conducted 
at a loss of only about $100 a month, 
which deficit is made good by W. E. 
Brown, a philanthropic géntleman of 
San Francisco.

Testimony in Behalf of the Railroad Com- 
missloner. 

SACRAMENTO, Feb. 9.—|Special.] The 
prosecution in the Johnson investiga- 
tion continued their case tonight. '~— 

Harry Connors, a blacksmith, de- 
tailed how he introduced Johnson to J, 
D. McKenzie, United States gauger, 
and an intimate friend ofRea. McKen- 
zie was also placed on the stand and 
detailed the manner in which he ar- 
ranged between Johnson and Rae, and 
from the testimony,of these two. wit- 
nesses there was a great deal of bac¢k- 
room and back-yard consultation be- 
tween Connors, McKenzie and Jofin- 
son, and that the motive of such 
conversation was corrupt. Both wit- 
nesses testified that Johnson said his 
health was good. He was out for 
the stuff and that he never expected to 
go to the Legislature again, and wanted 
to make all he could now.

-A Law. Suit Involving a Largo 
Amount of Property. 


Happenings of a Rainy Day~-People Com- 
ing and Going—Local News Briefly 


Summed Up—Personals and 
Brevities, 


‘The news published in the court column 
of yesterday’s issue of THE TimEs, to the 
effect that suit had been begun to recover 
possession of about twenty-five acres of 
property in athickly populated portion of 
Pasadena, created some little stirin this 
community, and furnished ample food for 
a rainy day discussion and comment. 

The plaintiffs in the suit are the heirs of 
Charles J. Dennis, namely: Frank H. Den- 
nis, Kitty N. Whittemore and W. W. Den- 
‘nis, while the defendants include about one 
hundred and twenty ownersof property 
included within the disputed territory, 
many of whom are well-known and repre- 
sentative citizens. The twenty-five acres 
in question lie in the northwestern portion 

of town, about three-quarters of a mile 
from the buainess center. The tract is 
boiinded by Peoria street on the south, Or- 
ange Grove avenue on the north, Old Fair 
Oaks avenue on che west and Fair Oaks ave- 
nue on theeast with a small triangular 
strip lying tothe east of the last named 
thoroughfare.’ 

The suitis brought on purely technical 

grounds, based on the assumption that Mrs. 
Dennis, mother of the cdefendants, was not 
properly qualified to actas administratrix 
of the estate when she sold the landin 
question to the late Edson Turner for $5000 
some years ago. Since that time the land 
has been divided into numerous lots, which 


were rapidly sold by Mr. Turner, until to- 


day scores of more or less pretentious resi- 
dences cover the ground. It is said that 
one or two abstract companies in Los An- 
geles pronounced the title clean, and that 
another abstract company of tbat city pro- 
nounced the title faulty. The fact remains, 


nevertheless, that the land was bought in | 


good faith by most of the present owners 
__or occupants, who evidently entertained no 
doubt about the title being all right. 

Several of the defendants in the coming 
suit were called te by the TIMEs re- 
porter yesterday. They said that inklings 

- of the impending suit had been in the air 
for several weeks, hence they were not 
taken by surprise. They are firm in the 
helief that the grounds on which the suit is 
brought will not be found sufficient ina 
court of justice to deprive them of their 
homes and property, which they propose to 
defend vigorously and to the last limit.

ORANGE COUNTY. 


A Movement on Foot to at Once Es-. 
tablish a Cannery. — 


A Popular SubscfiptionStarted for a Fund 
‘for the Purpose—Meeting of the 
City Trustees als and 
News Notes, 


“Do you want to see a cannery estab- 
lished in Santa Ana?”’ said a representative 
citizen of the city yesterday, as he stepped 
into a Fourth street merchant's place of 
business, ‘out of the rapidly-descending 
rain, and facing the proprietor. ‘Do you?’’ 
said he, turning to the Tims representa- 
tive, who chanced to be standing near. 
Both answers being in the affirmative, 


.the enterprising citizen turned himself 


loose for about fifteen minutes, during 
which time he made one of the finest can- 
nery speeches ever delivered in Santa Ana. 
He not only canned all the deciduous fruits 
in and around Santa Ana, but he had many 
acres of vegetables growing in various 
portions of the county, allof which were 
maturing for the Santa Ana cannery. 
Hundreds of farmers were busy grow- 
ing the products—fruit and vegetable— 
and several hundred men, women and chil- 
dren were earning good wages in the can- 
nery for several months in the year. It. 
was a pleasant picture, and the plan of op. 
eration, as explained by the first speaker, 
was so plausible that all parties soon be- 


“came interested inthe project. ‘‘Why not 


put into practice what we are preaching,”’ 
said one of the party. ‘Orange is now 
moving in the right direction and we had. 
better head the same way.”’ ; 

‘‘Yes,’’ said the other gentleman, ‘‘we 
had. I'll give $25 and maybe $50 toward. 
the establishment of a cannery in Santa 
Ana, by proper persons.”’ 

‘Well, ll givethe same amount,”’ said 
the other citizens. ‘I think we ought to 
start right out at once while its raining so 
hard that our customers can’t get out to 
buy any goods, and work this thing up.”’ 

As a direct result of this little dialogue, a 
subscription list, with the following care- 
fully prepared heading, was soon being 
circulated among some of Santa Ana’s 
most substantial and public-spirited citi- 
zens: 

We, the undersigned citizens of the city 
of Santa Ana dohereby promise to pay 
the amount set opposite our names, into a 
common fund to be known and designated 
as the ‘‘Santa Ana Cannery Fund,’’ for the 
purpose of encouraging, establishing, or- 
ganizing, equipping and maintaining a 
cannery in the city of Santa Ana. 

It ishereby agreed and understood, that 
the several sums of money set opposite our 
names shall be paidinto said fund, when. 
ever it shall be aecided bySa'majority of the 
subscribers to this fund. that said fund is 
needed for the purposes herein mentioned. 

It is further understood and agreed, ‘that 
the subscribers tothis fund shall meet 
upon the aall of any five subscribers to this 
fund, and shall elect or appoint a commit- 
tee from said subscribers, to take charge 
of, andcarry ontoa successful Jtermina- 
tion, the objects heretofore mentioned, 

The funds that shall be subscribed to said 
fund, shall be turned over as a donation to 
the party or parties who shall satisfy a ma- 
jority of the subscribers hereto, that he or 


‘they are the proper party or parties to 


successfully carry on the enterprise. 

It .is agreed, that unless the sum of 
$2000, at least, shall be osubscribed, that 
these obligalions shall not be binding. 

Several copies of the above were put into 
the hands of representative citizens to pre- 
sent to those who will contribute toward 
such a fund. 

The ball has at last been started fo roll- 
ing, and it is not at all unlikely that the 
glorious rain yesterday was the direct 
means of starting acannery project in 
Santa Ana, which, if carriedinto effect, 
will be worth thousands of dollars to the 
city and county. The circulation of these 
subscription lists will no doubtlead toa 
public meeting being held for the purpose 
of interesting the general public, and 
then the enterprise may be expected to be 
pushed right through. 

CITY TRUSTEES. 

The City Trustees met in regular session 
Wednesday -evening with all the members, 
except Goodwin and the clerk, present. 

Ordinance No. 158, an ordinance amend- 
ing subdivision E, section 3 of ordinance

ARIZONA NEWS. 


Prosperity in All Lines Reported 
There. 


Two Mote [Irrigation :Enterprises About 

, Beginning—The Rarqua Hala Mines 

Sold for a Milllon—Arizona 
Granite for ’Frisco, 


Special Correspondence of The Times. 
Tucson, Feb, 8.—The Santa Cruz Val- 
ley is destined to be a great agricuitural 
region. Its soil is extremely fertile, 
some of it having been worked for 200 
years, and with judicious husbanding of 
its water, at times.too much, again too 
little, by substantial water storag e sys- 
tems, there is scarcely a limit to what 


may be done in it agriculturally. Sev-} 


eral irrigation enterprises are’ under 
way along itslength. The latest is one 
aijacent to this city. 

Eight thousand acres immediately 
north of town will probably ere another 


year be under cultivation. The outlay 
will be $35,000. It will be furnished 
by New York capitalists. The water 


will be taken from a mile and a half 
above the city. The canal will begin 
eighteen feet below the surface, where 
water in abundance -is obtainable. 
Through the city the water will be car- 


j ried in a huge underground redwood 


tube, Operations will begin March 15. 
Beiow the town of Winslow is a large 
body of land,. which, when irrigated, 
will produce alfalfa, corn, wheat and 
oats and all varieties of deciduous fruits. 
An irrigationscheme is now under way 
to puta dam in Clear Creek Cajion, 
about four miles above Winslow. The 
structure will be 150 feet high, 
water enough can be held to irrigate 
this land atthe dryest season of the 
year, as Clear Creek is a running stream 
during the entire year. Water can be 
brought in ditches in and arogund Wins- 
low, and a large portion of the mesa 
can be reclaimed. A survey is now be- 
ing made of this land for .the dam 
and ditches, and work will be com- 
menced in a short time on the dam and 
reservoirs. ‘Eastern capital will put 
the project through. ee 
r Of the thriving town of Safford, in

brick. Thriving orchards are every- 
where insight. Streams of water bor- 


grow shade trees for the comfort of the 
traveller on a hot summer’s day. 
Hundreds of acres were pointed out 
which are now beautiful, level fields of 
grain, which a year ago were a vast 
mesquite wilderness. 
Farm after farm is now being 
cleared for plow and drill, and the 
work of clearing will go steadily on un- 
til not a foot of arable land remains in 
a wild state.

Another mining deal is reported from 
Bisbee on the basis of $50,000. 

N. C. Roscom, manager of the Ar- 
meny turquoise mines in the Turquois 
district, reports the mines as looking 
most flattering. Several discoveries of 
old shafts have been made on the claims 
recently, one of which is sixty feet long 
and about twenty feet wide.. The depth 
has not yet been ascertained. Other 
old shafts have been found from twenty- 
five to fifty feet deep, and all bear evi- 
dences of having deen worked by the 
Aztecs or other ancient inhabitants of 
Arizona. 

Near Phoenix C. A. French has a 
large quarry of granite. Mr. French 
yesterday built a small monument of 
little blocks of granite, and laid the 
joints with pink mortar. It is on exhi- 
bition at the office of W. A. McGinnis. 
and those who saw it were of the opin- 
ion that none on the Coast could excel 
it in quality. The owners have sent 
samples of the granite to San Fran- 
cisco, and expect to secure orders for 
several hundred carloads at once, to be 
used in the construction of the big 
buildings that are now being erected in

"THE CONFIDENCE MEN. 


Toland Alias Mellequoid to Be Taken 
to Oakland. 


Arrival ofan Officer With a Warrant for 
His Arrest—Story of His Crime in 
the Northern Part ef - 
the State. 


The captain of the Oakland police, A. 


Wilson, arrived yesterday morning with | 


a warrant for the arrest of C. Toland, 
alias C. Mellequoid, one of the trio of 
confidence men in jail here, but had no 
information against either Ross or 
Crowley, and was surpised when shown 
a telegram from Chief of Police Crowley 
of San Francisco notifying the author- 
ities here tohold Ross, that the Oakland 
Chief wanted him. Capt. Wilson wired 
his chief immediately, explaining the 
affair, and received answer a few hours 
later stating that Ross was not wanted. 

The wires have been kept hot between 
the several Pacific slope cities in the 
endeavor to fasten some specific crime 
on Ross and Crowley, but without suc- 
cess. That all three have operated in 
nearly every important town from 
Seattle south as far as Los Angeles has 
been verified, but nothing can be 
brought against either of the last two 
named, owing to dismissals of the 
cases through lack of evidence or re- 
moval of the poor devils who were 
mulcted, 

‘The charge against Mellequoid is for- 
gery in using the nameof C. Mellequoid 
of Oakland, who he impersonated, not 
only at other points, but in the most 
open manner right in Oakland and 
while occuping  Mellequoid’s own 
house as a renter. 


-For immalculate ‘‘gall’’ this act of 


Toland’s is unrivaled.__As told by Capt.} 


Wilson it reads like a romance, and 
does not reflect the greatest credit 
upon the perspicacity or management 
of the police department of Oakland. 
Capt. Wilson said: 

Charles Mellequoid, an old and re- 
spected citizen of wealth, married an 
Oakland lady of refinement, but whose 
extravagance and coldness to her hus- 
band caused a separation, and the de- 
parture of Mellequoid for France, 
where he still is. Mellequoid had been 
a heavy owner of ‘‘outside’’ property 
in Oakland, which became quite valua- 
ble as the city grew, and rather than 
leave the handling of his property in 
the hands of others opened an office in 
a building erected forthe purpose, ad- 
joining his residence on Sixteenth 


real estate business, This, of course, 
Was unoccupied, and being well ont 
‘was difficult to rent, and when Toland 
and his confederates applied to Mrs. 
Mellequoid, she gladly rented it, furni- 
ture and all, for a small rental. The 
place ‘‘just fitted’’ the confidence oper- 
ators, as it was isolated and comfortably 
fitted up. 

Besides this, on either window was 
painted: ‘“C. Mellequoid, Real Estate 
and Loans.’’ 

‘Here was a snap. Mellequoid’s 
name was well known, and being a quiet 
man his face was not. By photographs 
Toland noticed the fact that his per- 
sonal appearance tallied sufficiently 
with Melliquoid for all practical pvr- 
poses—and Toland was not slow in ben- 
efiting by it, for which he has got him- 
self into trouble, but which he escaped 
while plying his nefarious vocation.”’ 

The specific charge against Toland, 
as noted in the warrant brought by 
Capt. Wilson, was for swindling an old 
man by the name of R. P. Bateman out 
of $60 on the same scheme worked 


upon the Dane, Jonson, here, the money & 


being placed as ‘‘security:’*— 
Toland here went by the name of H. 
©. Parker, as noted, another of his 


Ross and Crowley are still in jail, but } 
will probably be released this morning, 
unless some further information against 
them is received in the meantime. 

Ross could, if in San Francisco. be 
prosecuted for several offenses of con- 


fidence operating, but the authorities}

Crowley, alias Hood, seems to have 
been, in every instance, the manager of 
all schemes, but was never known ex- 
cept in the abstract. That he is a 
slick one, there is no doubt, but that he 
cannot be prosecuted for anything 
known of him is as patent.
